It is 2 o'clock in the morning and the night owls of the famous Bowery are out in force. They are pushing 
up and down the famous old thoroughtare in search of prey. Down near Chatham Square there isa little nar- 
row dark street which runs off the brightly lighted square like a dark sewer, and into this street pass, from 
time to time, well-dressed women and better dressed men. The houses in this street are old and dilapidated, 
rentable rvookeries, swarming in the day time with Chinese-American children, und in the night time with 
frowsy-haired and foul-mouthed women. There are plenty of cellars in this street and they are all mysterj- 
ous places. If you would like to gv into an opium joint—the kind you have read about, perhaps—go down 
the uneven stone steps, knock at the doorand wait. You may getin. If you do, as soon as you get in you 
will find yourself up against an apartment very much like a booth at a county fair or like an enclosure in a 
zoological garden where the sacred bull or some other animal is kept to be stared at. 

Inthe booth is a platform which takes up nearly all the space. It is two feet from the floor, and is covered 
with Chinese matting.

There is the “tairy lamp,” with its fill of peanut oil, and its steady, conical flame, over which the opium is 
cooked; there is the hop toy, a cylindrical box of bone, made to hold the drug; there is the yen hoc, a needle 
about four inches long, and marvelously fine at one end and flattened at the other, used for cooking the pills of 
opium; and there is a little black tin box to hold the yen she, or refuse opium from the pipe. By the tray is 
the pipe itself. This particular pipe is a good one, and is used only by the Celestial proprietors. A piece of 
bamboo about fifteen inches long,so soaked by repeated smokings that it looks like ebony, is the stem; two-

“The cook bas the first pill,” says Nell,and she has her way. With her lips pressed against the end of the 
big ivory mouth-piece she draws long and steadily, justas the Chinaman did in the other room, aud a curl of 
heavy, aromatic smoke goes up to strengthen the clond-like waves near the ceiling. 

“Sing ‘Marguerite, Maggie, will you ?” asks Nell, as she takes another little black lump from off the nine of 
clubs. Aud as she rolls, the singer begins ber song softly, and the buzz of conversation is lessened, for 
Maggie is a “professional” and can sing “proper.” 

To-morrow you can catch a whiff 
of that same peculiar smell, not disagreeable, but rather pleasant. It will nestle im your clothing for a 
week, and remind you of the joint.

Only a short time ago a young couple, unmarried, was 
found dead in a room in a Boston hotel under cir- 
cumstances that were decidedly suspicious. The woman 
was Miss May Palfrey, of Midway, Ky.,and the man 
was Samuel Putnam. An examination of the room 
showed an open gas burner through which the fumes 
had escaped, and apparently aspbyxiated the pair. 

The case was looked upon as a double suicide, but 
notwithstanding that two Kentucky detectives have 
been making an investigation with the object of proving 
that the girl did not commit suicide. They have found 
out that the girl was murdered, and deliberately, too 
by the man who ought to have been her best triend. 

While they were in the room together Putnam gave 
tothe girl some kind of drug that first quieted her, 
What happened then no one really knows, but it is 
very clear that he had her in a state of partial insensi- 
bility and that she had no clear idea of what she was 
doing. 

“Oh, don’t, Sam; please don’t,” she is reported to 
have said. 

He made no answer, but gave her more drugs until 
she became quieter and calmer. He conld not marry 
the girl because he was already married, so he had 
evidently concluded to die with her. He filled her up 
with drugs until she was as clay in bis hands and he 
did what he liked with her, and then when she could 
make no further resistauce and after he had concluded 
to die himself, be put her on the bed and after turning 
on the gas lay down by her side and waited with her 
for death to come. 

The couple were very much in love with each other 
and the man spent every cent he made upon the girl. 
When his money ran short she gave bim what dia- 
monds she had to sell. On the money realized they 
lived for some weeks. Now the girl's relatives want to 
clear her name of suicide and that is the reason for the

GROUND READY. 





The Eyes of the Sporting World are Focused Upon Carson City, 
Where the Big Fight Will Be Held. 





FITZSIMONS TEARS UP HIS COPY OF THE ARTICLES. 





Corbett Closes His Theatrical Seastn and Starts for His Training Quarters in 
Nevada, After a Short Sojourn in ‘Frisco. 





Signing the bill by Gov. Sadler was the last official 
act which set the seal of appruval upon prize tighting 
and legitimatized the sport in the State of Nevada. Is it 
necessary to say that the sporting men of Carson City, 
Reno and Virginia City are wild with joy at the pros- 
pect of the Silver State being the theatre of the most 
important fistic engagement chrouicled in ring his- 
tory? 

It had been understood pretty thoroughly for the 
preceding three days that Gov. Sadler would ° 
sign the bill without any hesitation, for he is 
ofa sporty nature and he believes that the 
battle between Corbett and Fitzsimmons will 
put hundreds of thousands of dolars in circu- 
lation in his’State. 

All morning he was visited by committees 
of business men and ministers. The ministers 
protested against the signing ot the bill, but 
the solid men of the town were a unit on the 
proposition that boxing would te a good fea- 
ture. 

Dan Stuart was seen about the capitol, but 
his face showed no trace of the joy he must 
have felt when he reaiized that he had con- 
quered and forced a bill through the Legisla- 
ture that would guarantee an ideal spot for . 
the holding of the great match. 

The pastors of the various denominations 
met and held a council of war. They decided 
to smite the coming iniquity with a series of 
resolutions setting forth in clerical language 
their ideas of the bill. They drew up the pro- 
test, and in the morning were circulating it 
among their flocks. While they were thus 
engage, the president of the Senate had ham- 
mered the desk with his gavel and announced 
the passage of the bill. The parsons,who were 
about to spring their petition on the Senate 
were met by the crowd coming out, announc- 
ing that the measure was passed. The clergy- 
men made an attempt to get it reconsidered, 
but could find no one to make the motion, and 


that night the bill was enrolled for the Govy- - ye 


ernor’s signature. 

The Governor is. bard-headed German who 
has no Puritavical ideas onthe proposition. 
He believes that the matches, properly con. 
ducted, will bring thousands of people to 
Nevada who otherwise would not come, and 
they will be brought in contact with the 
great natural resources of the State. 

Hardly had the bill become a law before 
it became rumored that the sporting fraternity 
of Utah and Montana had offered Dan Stuart 
inducements to pull the big fight off near 
Salt Lake, just inside the Nevada line. This 
report caused great excitement here, and 
members of the Legislature declared that if 
such an offer was accepted and the fight was 
not pulled off in Carson they would repeal the 
bill legalizing prize fights. 

‘They voted for the bill understanding that the capital 
of Nevada would be the battleground. Already a can- 
vass has been made of nearly every member of the 
Legisiature. In the House there are nine men who 
voted against the bill and one who declined to vote. 
The same men will vote for a repeal of the act, and it 
will require but six more votes to repeal it in the House, 
and eight men have said already that if the fight does 
not come off at Carson a change of two votes in the 
Senate will repeal it, and it is said they will be forth- 
coming at any time that Stuart announces that the 
fight will not be at the cupital. 

The feeling is so pronounced on this subject that there 
is no longer any question about the location of the 
fight, as faras Carson is concerned, and the Virginia 
and Truckee Railroad Company is already putting on 
extra men to get the cars in order to transport the 
crowd. Already orders for hotel accommodations and 
seats are pouring into Carson. 

A great fight for the privileges at the ringside is antic- 
ipated. There ix some talk of the telegraph company 
being taxed a tidy sum for the right to string a wire to 
the battleground. Snap-shot photographs, refreshment 
venders and plenty of other scheming promoters, with 
this or that pan for making coin through the fight, 
will also be on band when the time comes. 

Lumier, the Frenchman who invented the cine- 
matographe and is now at work on a machine for tak- 
ing pictures in natural colors and tints, has written to 
Dan Suuart asking for a chance to bid on the privilege 
of taking the pictures of the Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight. 
Already the eidoloscope, magyiscope, vitascope and 
biograph companies have been making dickers for the 
privilege. Itistheaim of Stuart to get as much as 
possible out of the right, $50,000 being thought a rea- 
sonable figure for the privilege of taking the pictures 
on any of these machines. The company which gets 
the award will bave the exclusive rights of the world. 

As yet no place has been selected for the big building. 
A dozen locations have been under consideration. A 


syndicate is now arranging to build a large hotel for the ; 
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big fights that will come off for some years tocome, | 


and next fall, in addition to a big fistic programme, 
there will bea pigeon-shooting match for the cham 
pionship of the world and a week's horse racing. 

W. K. Wheelock, who is Stuart's representative in 
arranging the details, is now in Carson. He said the 
other day: 

“We will very likely bave a two-fight progran:me. 





Mr. Stuart is anxious to get some one to go against 
Peter Maher and if Goddard were in this country now 
he would undoubtedly be given the chance. We 
thought of Sharkey and it might be that an effort will 
be made to induce the sailor to meet Maher. We heard 
that Sharkey is not looking for a fight, but as it has 
been frequently said that he bars nobody, I hardly see 
how he can refuse a chance ot this kind. Anyhow, if 
he does not think well of it, we will find some one else, 
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“The contest between Corbett and Fitzsim- 
mons will take place by daylight,”’said Wheelock. 
“The intention is to have it between noon and 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. George Siler, of Chica- 
gu, will be the referee, the principals having se- 
lected him at the time the match was arranged.”’ 

A couple of newsgatherers connected with local 

papers took advantage of a mere incident which 
happened at the Barthuldi Hotel the other night 
to agitate a report that the big fight between 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons would not take place 
after all. Of course this view of the proceeding 
was utilized for sensational purposes, but only 
twenty-four hours sufficed to correct the notion 
that there was any truth whatever in the story. Fitz- 
simmons’ impetuosity was responsible for the whole 
thing. 

It appears that the original agreement, which was 
signed by Fitzsimmons in Pennsylvania or some other 
State, and later by Corbett in Canada, provided that 
they should box for $5,000 a side before March 1 of 
this year, before the club which offered the best induce- 
ments. Other provisions as to the posting of the stake 
were embodied in these articles. Some days ago, while 
Manager Brady was in the far West, he discovered that 
this paper was not worth powder enough to blow it 
skyward, so he used up some red ink in making a pro- 
viso across the first <heet which stipulated that by mu- 
tual agreement the paper would hold good under the 
present conditions requiring the fight on March 17. 

So Al Smith, the final stakeholder, sent the articles 
by one ot his friends to Julian, who appeared to be 
perfectly satisfied with the change, although he was 
quite unwilling to affix his signature, having already 
been notified by his attorneys, and also by a true bill 
brought in by the Grand Jury, that signing such agree- 
ments was at least an unhealthy practice. 

At the time that the changes were being considered 
by Julian, Fitzsimmons was not present, and the 
stakeholder’s e:nissary was about to leave the Bartholdi 
when the auburn-hatred aspirant to the world’s cham- 
pionship appeared upon the scene. He insisted upon 
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seeing the papers and alter looking over the amend- 
ments handed it over to his manager. 

“I guess you'd better tear that up,’ he said, with a 
sruile. 

“All right, Bob, if you say so I'll doit,” responded 
Julian, and suiting the action to the word he proceeded 
to destroy the articles. 

“They were no good, anyhow,” said Fitzsimmons, 
‘‘and the reason why I advised their destruction is very 
simpig® 

“We prepared five sets of these articles and signed 
them all in another State. One of the copies was for- 
warded to Corbett and it now appears that this is the 
only setin existence. As they are absolutely worthless 
there was no reason on earth why even the stakeholder 
should keep them. 

“T imagine that almost everybody, even my bitterest 
enemy, is satisfied that I want to fight Corbett, and I'm 
sure the proposition I shall make to the stakeholder 
will be entirely satisfactory.” 

Fitzsim mons added that he desired a written agree- 
ment regarding the stake which could be put into less 
than 1,000 words, The old articles, drawn up by 
Julian and destroyed by him, would not quite filla 
book unless it were a small one. Still there was too 
much legal phraseology to suit the hard-hitting Anti- 
podean. 

“I’ilsend word right away to Mr. Smith explaining 
my action in tearing up the paper,” said Julian to the 
bearer of the message. Andso he did, Whatever this 
proposition was nobody knows except Julian, Fitssim- 
mons, .smith and the man who imparted It to the stake- 
holder. 

The trouble that caused Fitz to destroy the old docu-

ment originafed when a rumor went the rounds of the 
sporting resorts that the Fitzsimmons party was in a 
pretty bad way financially, and that they were going 
to flunk out of the $5,000 side bet with Corbett. Al 
Smith, on hearing the rumor, had a talk with both 
Fitzsimmons and Julian, and they assured him that 
on February 17 they would hand over the balance of 
$5,000 to covera similar amount which represented 
Corbett’s stake. 

Al Smith felt very much elated over the way matters 
had turned out. He said: a 

“T am Corbett’s friend, but I know that Fitzsimmons 
is in earnest in this matter and intends to live up to 
every agreement he entered into. They will fixht. 
Neither will flunk, and it will be the greatest fight of 
the age.”’ 

As the time for the fight approaches sporting men all 
over the couptry are giving their attention to the de- 
tails of the trip, estimating the cost and considering the 
best facilities for reaching the battleground, 

According to Promoter Dan Stuart's plans, the ring 
will be pitched in either Reno or Carson City, Nev., 
which will make the journey very long for New York- 
ers, as well as expensive. Reno, which is in the ex- 
treme Western part of the State, 244 miles from San 
Francisco, 1s on the line of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way, which bas direct connections with the Union 
Pacific at Ogden. Carson is about forty miles south of 
Reno and is reached by the Carson and Colorado Rail 
road, over which two trains each way run daily. 

The best way for men from the big Eastern cities to 
reach Reno is, according to well-posted railroad men, 
by the Chicago and Northwestern, over the Union and 
Southern Pacific Railroads. All of the big roads from 
New York city to Chicago sell through tickets over 
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these routes, For instance, a person who wishes tp see 
the fight on the date set, Wednesday, March 17, can 
leave the Grand Central Station at 6 P. M., Friday, 
March 12, going by the way of the Chicago and North 
western road and Union Pucific from Omaha to Ogden, 
and thence over the Southern Pxcific, would land at 
Reno at 10°10 P. M. the following Tuesday. Sports 
who will go trom points in the vicinity of New Orleans 
will be compelled to ride to Frisco first and then come 
East on the Southern Pacific to Reno. 

The railroads will undoubtedly establish excursion 
rates to Reno or Carson from al! principal points in the 
United States. The present rate from this city to Reno 
is the same as that to San Francisco, $81.75 one way 
and $144.50 round trip. According to a certain ticket 
agent, it is customary for railroads to make special ex- 
cursion rates about equal to the regular price of a 
ticket one way, and the agent in question estimated the 
price ot a special round-trip ticket from this city to 
Reno at $85. The sleeping car accommodations will 
amount to $41 round trip—85 to Chicago and $15.50 
from that point to Reno. Meals in the dining cars 
which are attached to these trains are $1 each, and 
three are served daily. As a sporting man likes to 
smoke and take a drink occasionally, a very low esti- 
mate covering these luxuries would be $2 a day, which, 
including meals, would make a disbursement of about 
$40 for the round trip. 

The tickets for the big fight will probably not be sold 
for less than $10 each, and hotel expenses during the 
stay In Reno or Carson, say for tree or four days, as 
the sports generally arrive several days before the date 
of a contest, might be placed at $40, in view of the 
probable exorbitant rates. Then incidental expenses, 
which make an important item, might be put at $50, a 
low estimate, which would make an expense account 
something like the following:

Both Corbett and Fitzsimmons have decided to train 
in Nevada, Fitzsimmons probably at one of the hot 
springs in the vicinity of Cargon City, while Corbett will 
go to a more secluded spot, probably Steamboat 
Springs, which is near Reno. Corbett closed his theat- 
rical season in Kansas City, Mo., last Saturday, and 
announced his intention of going to San Francisco to 
visit his parents fur a few days. | Meanwhile bis mana- 
ger, W. A. Brady, and Charley White, his new trainer, 
will be speeding westward, and the distinguished party 
will meet at thetraining quarters not later than Feb- 
ruary 21. 

Despite the publicity given to Corbett’s training 
methods grave doubts exist regarding his condition. 
Unfortunately this is supposed to be the result of living 
a fast life. He has been charged with indulging in 
those excesses which wreck the best. of constitutions 
and leaves the nerves unstealy. People who have 
looked for evidences of his fast life have found them in 
his nervousness, which often amounts to peevishness 
and lack of flesb. 

But Corbett has not gone back. There is much about 
the man to give color to the story, but when he is 
studied carefully these evidences ot physical decay are 
nothing more or less than natural expressions of the 
man. They are the Corbett eccentricities, 
that is all. 

This physical giant with a big bundle of 
sensitive nerves is notio.al. He gets an 
idea in his head that he should diet himself 
and he begins his day’s punishment with a 
saucer of prunes, Think of training for a 
prize fight on sweet prunes. 

What he needs is a trainer who will take 
the prunes away from him and give him 
half a teacupful of beef tea, whule chicken 
and about tour slices of toast for his break- 
fast. 

Corbett is now about ten pounds too light. 
He is at 180 pounds or less, the weight at 
which he should enter the ring. He could 
use up ten pounds in five weeks, besides 
all the wholesome food he could eat. 
He is nothing like a physical wreck, nur 
is hestale. He is simply hungry and needs 
some one to give him something good to 
eat. 

The four weeke just preceding the fight 
will be devoted to the strengthening-up 
process and Charley White may be de- 
pended upon to send him into the ring fit 
to fight for a king's ransom. 

From his appearance Fitzsimmens should 
be able to get himself into the pink of 
condition within three weeks. It is his am- 
bition to gain a great deal of weight, and in 
Nevada his dreams in this direction may 
be realized. But he is a failure here at tbat sort of 
thing. Ashe looks now the auburn-haired foreiguer 
might easily get himselt down after three weeks’ train- 
ing far below the middleweight limit. 

Still he claims that he will be a heavy man when he 
steps into the ring. Whether all the weight he can 
accumulate in six weeks will be of any use to him on 
the day of the fight is a question. Singularly enongh 
Corbett, too, is anxious to put on flesh. And Fitzsim- 
mons is well aware of it. 

“The heavier Corbett is the better it will be for us,” - 
Martin Julian explained during a discussion as to the 
probable weights of the fizhters, ‘because it is this way: 
Now, if Corbett wei.;shs 190 pounds and Bob happens 
to nail him on the Jaw, why you see he will fall « good 
deal harder than if he weighed only as much as my 
man. And when they fall hard these fancy, or I mey 
say ornamental, exponents of boxing rarely get up. So 
it will be with Corbett. The minute Bob hits him the 
show will be all over. I will freely acknowledge that 
Corbett isa wonderfully good man in his class, but I do 
not believe t’ at he classes with Fitzsimmons,”

The Fight Lasted for Twenty-Five Rounds and Referee 
Roach’s Verdict Decided the Honors.

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NOT A DROP OF BLOOD SPILLED DURING THE BATTLE.

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The New Candidate for Championship Honors Surprised Everybody By His 
Courage in the Face of Lavigne’s Sturdy Delivery.

Something of the edge was taken off ‘Kid’ Lavigne’s reputation 
last Monday night, Feb. 8, when he failed to win a decisive victory 
over Kid McPartland in less than twenty-five rounds. He took ad- 
vantage of all the resourses which his long experience in the ring 
had qualified him to utilize, but against what might be called Me- 
Partian 4's retreating defense he was powerless to land the coup de 
grace and the friends of the New York lad had the satisfaction of 
seeing him fight the champion to the end of the prescribed number 
of rounds. The decision was in Lavigne's favor, and was an 
eminently just one, for he was the aggressor throughout the fight 
and landed blows enough to puta less capab’e man than McPart- 
land ‘‘on the carpet." The latter established a fine reputation fur 
gameness, Lavigne’s sturdy delivery on the body must have caused 
him an immense amount of pain, but he took it as if he deemed it 
an inevitable consequence and withstood it to the end. Lavigne's 
victory was a hollow one. McPartiland was an unknown lad, com- 
paratively speakiug. His bout with Lavigne was his first essay in 
the championsnip line, and Lavigne and Lavigne’s friends thought 
he would be disposed of in short order, 

Many of them bet even money that McPartland would not last ten 
rounds, and almost any of them would have wsgered 2 to 1 that he 
would not have stayed twenty-five rounds. To their surprise, 
chagrin and Joss, the New York boy not only stayed the twenty-five 
rouuds, but was prepared to go more. 

Lavigne plainly was nettied by his failure to finish McPartiand. 
When the latter, elated and happy, walked up to him at the close 
of the contest and shook hands, Lavigne showed that he was a bad 
loser by throwing McPaitiaud’s hand angrily away from him. Not 
only did he do this, but he walked away from his friends with sul- 
len face, and he plainly showed the mortification which he felt. 

Lavigne had no cause to be aggrieved. When he got the decision 
he got all that was coming to him. He won, and deserved that, but 
nothing more. 

The battle was a bloodless one. Nota drop of blood was spilled 
in the twenty-five rounds, and, although McPartland was severely 
punished about the body, he did not suffer any injury which will 
prevent him from being about to-day, and by to-morrow he pro- 
bably will have forgotten the hammering which he received and 
which he took with the greatest gameness. Lavigne came out of 
the mill unscathed, without mark or scratch. 

The men weighed ia at 133 pounds at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
McPartland just made the weight. Lavigne scaled at 131% 
pounds. Both were in good condition, as fit as skillful training 
could make them. When they stood up in the ring each looked 
fit to fight for his life. McPartland was the tallerand longer in the 
reach, but these advantages were more than offset by Lavigne’s 
greater speed and and superior skil) as a fighter. 

Lavigne was the agg throughout, McPartland always 
actéd on the defensive. He was as cool as an iceberg and in 
ducki .g and counteriug as quick as thought. Had Lavigne landed 
every one of the vicious punches, which he meaut for McPartland, 
and had McPartland been a piece of steel, that steel would have 
bee@ badly dioged at the finish. 

Lavigne fought like a machine constantly backed by some tre- 
mendous force, not like a man whose endurance has a limit. His 
fight was one continuous rush, or series of rushes. 

McPartland's battle was a series of ducks, made effective by a 
slever left hand, that, when in use, generally landed on Lavigne. 
His ducks enabled him to escape about seventy per cent. of the 
blows meant for him, and his left inspired some respect in his op- 
ponent, 

Lavigne fought fairly and won in good style. but that fact will 
not prevent McPartland's friends from claiming That the. result, 
practically, was a victory for their favorite. 

McPartland's seconds were Jack Dougherty, Bill Hamiltom aad 
Bob Clark. Sam Fitzpatrick, Paddy Purtell and Harry Pidgeon 
were behind Lavigne. 

Jack Daly, of Wilmington, Del., and Joe Burke, of Brooklyn, put 
up hands in the first bout—twelve rounds at 138 pounds. The men 
were evenly matched in height, weight and reach, but Daly was 
cleverer and faster. The latter was slow to counter, and did not 
follow his man as he should have. Daly cut out the pace in the 
first four rounds, landing hard and frequently on Burke's face. In 
the fifth round Burke opened his opp t's left eye with a vicious 
right hook, and the eye began to close rapidly. Burke had the 
better of the round, but fought carefully in the sixth and soon 
assu ved the lead, 

In the last four rounds Burke was weak, and Daly, although 
handicapped by a bad eye, did the better fighting. He was entitled 
to the decision, but force of habit compelled the referee to say 
“Draw.” The decision was hissed. 


FISTIC NOTES. 


Dick Burge and Eddie Connolly have both expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the outcome of their combat recentiy, before the 
Olympic Sporting Club, of Birmingham, England, which was de- 
olared a draw in the tenth round. Both men want another go. 
Barge insists that the National Sporting Club of London shal! have 
the fight, and says he will back himself for any amount of money. 
Connolly complains that Burge fouled him at Birmingham, but 
does not claim that it was done intentionally. 

















Jack McAuliffe, when he reaches the East, will formally 
present the championship and the belt to Kid Lavigne, whom he 
recognizes as his successor. During McAuliffe's twelve years of 
active service in the ring he has never received a benefit, and on 
this occasion he will be given a grand te«timonial in one of the big 
New York clubs. All the big ones will box, including Tom Shar- 
kev, Peter Maher, John L. Sullivan, Kid Lavigne, Jimmy Barry, 
Sammy Kelly, Jack Everhardt, Kid McPartland and many others.

Sedalia, Mo.. Sports Enjoy a Genuine Prize 
Fight Between Colored Rivals. 








At Sedalia, Mo., on Feb. 1, the jocal sports witnessed a genuine 
prize ght at George D vis’ Imperial saloon. It was of short dura- 
tion, there being only ten minutes of actual fighting, but it was fast 


and furious while it lasted, The contestants were two negroes, the 





victor being H. I. Harland, of Sedalia, and‘ the defeated fighter a 
stranger from Texas, knewn as Jim Smith, The saloon was 
crowded with local sports, white and black, and it was with difi- 
culty that the pugilists. who appeared in tights, could bandle them- 
selves. In the first round the Texan was knocked down, and in the 
second Harland was awarded first blood, but he did not escape pun- 
ishment himself. Honors were easy in the third round, but in the 
fourth Harland landed on Smith's jaw, sending him to the floor, 





some cases a referee, who is of an excitable oature, counts off ten 
sccouds in half the actual time, while others, in an attempt to be 
careful, prolong a fighter's say upou the floor to fifteen and some- 
times twenty seconds.

One 
of them keeps the time of each round and the rest between, while 
the other, with a stop waich, is ou the alert for koockdowns, The 
moment « fighter drops, the latter official begins to take the actual 
time. If the man does pot get up withia the required time limit of 
ten seconds, the timer throws 8p bis hand, and the referee then 
gives his decision. Another rule, that is strictly observed in Eng- 
land, but which is frequently violated here, is the one which re- 
quires that the pugilist that scores a knockdown musc instantly 
retire to his corner, there to remain until his oppoment gets up on 
his feet. It is invariably the case in fights held in this country that 
one Gighter stands directly over his prostrate foe, so that (he moment 
the latter arises another effective punch may be landed on some 
vital spot.

At Covington, Ky., on Feb. 1, three leading ministers of the city 
called on Mavor Rhinock and protested against the i of a 
license for the Bezenah-Stout boxing match at Central Garden on 
Feb, 7. Mayor Rhinock's response when the ministers stated their 
errand was respectful, but emphatically unfavorable. 

“If this was @ prize fight, gentlemen,’ said he, “where brutal 
punishment was likely to be inflicted, or if it was an affair likely to 
interfere with the peace or welfare of that portion of the community 
you gentlemen represent, I would unhesitatingly probibit it. But I 
desire to have you understand that I am io favor of permitting 
glove contests and all other legitimate athietic sports. If any one 
can show me where there is oue-half of the roughness or brutality in 
a boxing match between skilled contestants that there is in a foot- 
bal! game I will stop this contest. As it is, gentlemen, I shal! 
content myself wi.h doing what Mayor Caldwell, of Cincinnati, and 
Police Commissioner Roosevelt, of New York, have done. I will 
order the Chief of Police to send a detail of men to the contest, with 
orders to stop it as soon as it begins to approach football brutality. 
I saw a football game in Cincinnati where five mean were knocked 





out in half an hour. I shall see that no one is knocked out io this 
boxing match. I believe that men who admire boxing have a legal 
right to box or see others box as long as no law is violated.” 

The ministers then called upon Chief of Police Pugh. He also 
declined to interfere, saying that he would simply follow the mayor's 
orders.
